The time has come when Hondo 
and the surrounding area must begin 
to think of its hospital facilities 
For one-third of a century, Mrs. 
Mary Cook and Mrs Alice B e re a v e r 
have worked diligently caring for the 
ill and injured. They founded their Me­ 
dina Hospital when hospitals in a tow 
of this size were considered 
a 
thing, and there is not a citizen in the 
county who has worked harder at his 
work than these ladies have. 
But they are beginning to think 
they would like to retire and have ex­ 
pressed the hope that the county will 
do something soon about another hos- 


P 
In a conversation with Mrs. Cook 
Saturday we learned that they wou.d 
like to see their present facilities turn- 
ed into a convalescent home for the 
aged and certainly the physical plant 
is ideally set-up for such a P/0!* * ; 
Mrs 
Cook empasized that 
they 
would continue as a hospital until the 
area has other facilities, but she also 
expressed the hope 
that 
something 
could be started on 
a 
new hospital 
soon. As she co m m en ted 
It w o u ld 
be a year before much could be done 
on a new one, and by that time Mrs. 
Bertreaver and I will be a year older 
The area could build 
a 
county 
hospital, in which case it is Passible 
that the federal g o ve rn m e n t would put 
up half the money for the project. Un­ 
der the terms of the Hill-Burton bill, the 
federal government will match up to 
50 per cent of local funds designated 
for a hospital and its equipment. 
Although this federal bill has been 
renewed from time to time, there is 
no guarantee that the funds will be 
available forever, lf this is the path the 
citizens of the county choose to take, 
it should be instigated soon. 
Having 
that much money as a gift with so few 
strings attached would mean a great 
deal in getting the physical plant set 


UP’ 
Despite the fact that Mrs. Cook 
and Mrs. Bertreaver have added on to 


their original hospital 
several times, 
the area 
is 
once again outgrowing 
available facilities. It is estimated that 
the area which is served here should 
have a 35-bed plant. O f course some 
of these beds would not be filled every 
day but when 
the need arises they 
would be available. Hondo is consider­ 
ed in the evacuation zone for 
A rr- 
tonio, Kelly Air Force Base and La ck .a n d 
and although we hope an emergency 
never exists which would call for an 
evacuation of those areas, 
a 
u y 
equipped hospital would literally be a 
life-saver if it did come to pass. 
Ideally a new hospital would have 
grouped rooms 
and 
facilities for a 
maternity section, for a medical section 
and for surgery. Patients 
in 
each o 
These three different categories have 
different needs — some need seclus,° ^ 
others need isolation and a few need 
absolute quiet. A new hospital would 
also include a laboratory with diagnos­ 
tic facilities which would tend to elimi­ 
nate a patient being sent on in to San 
Antonio for this test or that 
An on- 
the-job technician could also keep tab 
on a walking blood bank, as there are 
cases when waiting an hour for blood 
from San Antonio would be fatal tor 
a hemorrhaging patient. 
But this editorial isn t written to 
stimulate the building of a hospital be­ 
fore all angles are studied. W e want 
our readers to think 
about the situa­ 
tion, study 
it, 
and express opinions. 
There is a pro and con to every ques­ 
tion and so it is with building a coun­ 
ty hospital. All these questions must 
be worked out to the satisfaction of a 
majority. The important thing is that 
we get some kind of movement going 
soon, for building projects go slowly 
and Medina County must keep pace 
with the times or become a back-slid- 
er. Certainly we need to maintain ade­ 
quate hospital facilities at all times.

Our nation faces a grave situation due to i 
adequate supply of competent scientists and 
e 
gineers, because of the failure to develop and sup 
port science and mathematics education in our ele­ 
mentary and secondary schools. 
Such programs of education in many of these 
schools are inadequate due to an insufficient sup­ 
ply of competent teachers, largely because salaries 
are too low to attract them. 
A concern of every 
community, and particularly of its industry, shou 
be to provide adequate salaries for teachers. 
American industry believes 
there should be 
better support of schools on the local level, and 
holds that companies employing scientific and engi­ 
neering manpower should utilize all available tech­ 
niques to support school authorities in the provision 
of adequate education in science and mathematics.

When the Farr dictatorship was 
first battened down on Duval, con­ 
solidating itself into “ an almost 
indestructible machine of theft, 
secrecy and terror,” the people 
were ignorant, miserable, exploit­ 
ed and politically inexperienced. 
Perhaps they cannot be blamed 
for letting themselves get caught 
in the coils. Today they’re still 
miserable, still exploited and the 
illiteracy rate is among the very 
highest in the State of Texas. 
But they’ve had political exper­ 
ience thrust upon them. 
Quien sabe? Who knows, per­ 
haps with upsurge of real democ­ 
racy in the county that catas­ 
trophic population drop will be 
halted, even reversed.

financial 
statement by all offices, boards, 
agencies and commissions on all 
levels of government. This 
in­ 
cludes school, road, soil conser­ 
vation and other districts not now 
covered by existing laws. The bill 
also contains a provision for stop­ 
ping payment of state funds to 
a school district for failure to 
publish the required statement. 
Sen. Crawford Martin of Hills- 
noro nas introduced toe same biii 
in the Senate. “ All of these dis­ 
tricts are spending public funds,” 
Martin stated. “ Surely the people 
have a right to know what is 
being done with the money they 
provide for the operation of their 
governing bodies. This is a rea­ 
sonable bill and one which should 
have been on the Texas statutes 
for many years.”

Las Gallinos Wednesday morning, 
incidents in this state, and ade­ 
quate legislation can p r e v e n t 
them.” 


Another of the 15 "Better Gov-; 
eminent” bills will make it un­ 
lawful for any state official to 
hide behind the Fifth Amendment 
by refusing to answer questions 
about the official conduct of his 
office. Sen. Doyle Willis and Rep. 
Howard Green, both of Ft. Worth, 
have introduced the bill in their 
respective houses of the Legisla­ 
ture. 


“ The Fifth Amendment to our 
national 
c o n stitution 
provides 
that no person shall be compel­ 
led ‘to be a witness against him­ 
self,’ ” Willis explained. “ It is a 
just and fair provision, but one 
which, when 
worked 
overtime, 
can result in obstruction of jus­ 
tice. Our bill will not deprive a 
person of the right to use the 
Fifth Amendment as an individ­ 
ual or as a private citizen. Bul 
it will 
prevent 
situations that 
have resulted when 
public 
of­ 
ficials have refused to 
answer 
questions where actual official 
mis-conduct was involved. 


Removal from office of any of­ 
ficial 
refusing 
to 
testify 
on 
grounds of self incrimination is 
a provision included in the bill. 


“ This 
is 
necessary 
legisla­ 
tion,” Rep. Green asserted. “ The 
spirit of the Fifth Amendment 
definitely is abridged when any 
public official uses it to hide ac­ 
tions, which, in themselves, are 
illegal. And that has happened 
in Texas of recent years. It must 
be stopped, and adequate legisla­ 
tion is our only means of doing 
so.”

It is an

prediction that Texas will have a 
population of 16,000,000

population. How much w ater for 
so many? In the past, w ater use 
has increased much more rapidly 
than population. 
Under an ex­ 
panded conservation policy this 
rate of per-capita increase can be 
reduced. (Something will be said 
on this in a later article.) 
It’s anybody’s 
guess; but, 
if 
Texas’ population increases IOO 
per cent by 2000, the water de­ 
mand probably will increase by 
150 per cent. That means 40 mil­ 
lion acre-feet annually 
for the 
calissifications mentioned above. 
Will we have so much? Yes, if 
we adopt the right conservation 
methods.

In making the announcement, 
White said “ recent spotted rains 
over the drouth-ridden area have 
made it possible for these farm­ 
ers to plant.
